U.S. Ready to 
Talk MIRV Halt 
With Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Presi- 


dent Nixon has pronounced the 
United States prepared to con- 
sider a ban on the testing of ad- 
vanced multiple warhead mis- 
siles in arms control talks with 
the Soviet Union. 


Nixon made the statement in 


a July 9 letter to Sen. Edward 
W. Brooke, R-Mass., declaring 
his support of an early start on 
strategic arms limitation nego- 
tiations. 


In those talks, the President 


said, the United States will be 
prepared to consider a morato- 
rium or a ban on the testing of 
multiple 
independently-targeted 


re-entry vehicles— MIRVs. 


Brooke disclosed contents of 


the President's letter Tuesday 
in urging that the Senate act on 
his 
resolution 
seeking 
an 


immediate moratorium on such 
tests. 


The administration, which ori- 


ginally sought a July 31 begin- 
ning of arms limitation talks, is 
still awaiting word from Mos- 
cow on an acceptable starting 
date.

MIRV weapons which could aim 
nuclear warheads from a vingle 
missile at multiple targets.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife told the nation's water- 
fowl hunters Tuesday they may 
kill 2.167 million Mallards this 
season without upsetting the 
population balance. 


The only breed of ducks that 


did not show a major popula- 
tion increase, Ducks Unlimited 
said, was canvasbacks, which 
have been declining for years. 


Some of the general recom- 


mendations for all four flyways 
were: 
'-, States may select split sea- 
sons for ducks within various 
option but subject to a 10 per 
cent penalty in days for duck 
hunting. 


Basic shooting hours from 


one-half hour before sunrise to 
sunset. 


Broad recommendations for 


individual flyways included. 


Mississippi Flyway — Open 


and closing dates between Oct. 
1, 1969, and Jan. 15, 1970 with 
a 30-day straight season or 
split season of 27 days and a 
basic bag limit of three dally 
and six in possession. An option 
to this is a 3 Way split with 
basic limit of four daily and 
eight in possession. 


Individual species limitations 


• would include two mallards per 
~ day and one canvasback or one 


redhead and two wood ducks. 
Between Sept. 27, 1969, and 


Jan. 11, 1970, states In this fly- 
way except for Louisiana would 
be able to select an open sea- 
son on geese totalling 70 days 
with a daily bag and possession 
limit of five. But there would 
be no open season in Arkansas 
and Louisiana and three adja- 
cent counties in Mississippi. 


The usual daily bag limit of 


two Canada geese — the most 
killed species — would apply in 
most Mississippi flyway states. 


Attendance 
in Baseball 
Increases

NEW 
YORK (AP) - Big 


league baseball is on the ball 
this season as far as attendance 
is concerned with the turnstiles 
clicking much more frequently 
than last year for the Chicago 
Cubs, Atlanta Braves and Wash- 
ington Senators. 


However, most of the 15 per 


cent increase registered in the 
majors to date can be attributed 
to the expansion of both circuits 
from 10 to 12 teams. 


An Associated Press survey 


revealed today that the over-all 
attendance for the 24 teams is 
19,413,241 c o m p a r e d with 
16,901,345 for the 20 teams in 
1968. This is a gain of 2,511,896. 


The expansion teams, though, 


Montreal and San Diego in the 
National League and Kansas 
City and Seattle in the Ameri- 
can, have combined to attract 
2,430,368 to their home games. 
Thus, the over-all increase for 
the 20 teams which operated in 
the majors in 1968 is only 81,528, 
or four per cent. 


The Expos 
are leading the 


new clubs with a home attend- 
ance figure of 802,057. Kansas 
City is next with 653,137 fol- 
lowed by Seattle, 500,957, and 
San Diego, 474,217. 


The Cubs, pacing the.NL's 


East Division standings, show 
the largest attendance hike in 
either league. They are 408,758 
ahead of last year. Atlanta Is up 
221,053 and Washington 203,543 
over 1968. 


Nine other clubs show in- 


creases. They are Cincinnati, 
14ino89; Baltimore, 93,135; the 
New 
York 
Yankees, 90,754; 


Houston, 69,479; Boston, 5pn703; 
Minnesota, 
43,513; 
the New 


York Mets, 31,203; the Los An-

act.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


Kansas City Chiefs won more 
football games In 1968 than they 
ever had before, yet the re- 
wards of victory eluded them. 
They couldn't even lay claim to 
a divisional championship.

ball League champions in 1962 
and 1966, tied Oakland for the 
Western Division title with a 12- 
2 record, then lost to the Raid- 
ers 41-6 in a playoff game.

Hepatitis Treatment 
Not Always Successful 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Stranger than fiction was 


the treatment recently given 
to a woman in South Africa 
who had infectious hepatitis 
and was in a coma. She had 
been given s e v e r a l large 
transfusions without show- 
ing any improvement. As a 
last resort, a cross circula- 
tion with a live baboon was 
set up. Her blood passed 
through the baboon and back 
to her own circulation. The 
baboon's normally function- 
ing liver cleared her blood 
of the poisonous by-products 
of her 
infection and 
she 


made a, complete recovery. 


Another' human being 


could not have been used for 
this purpose because this 
would have transferred the 
disease to that person. Un- 
fortunately, when this treat- 
ment was tried on four per- 
sons whose f a i l i n g liver 
function was due to chronic 
disease rather than to an 
acute infection, the opera- 
tion was unsuccessful. There 
is hope of success, however, 
when the treatment is ap- 
plied to properly selected 
patients who would other- 
wise die. 


Q—Is there any way to 


prevent premature senility? 


A—Although some drugs 


are being used for this pur- 
pose, authorities agree that 
the most important meas- 
ures have to do with one's 
mental outlook on life. Fear 
of senility can age you faster 
than anything else. Those 
who struggle to keep their

The drugs that may be of 


value in carefully selected 
cases include small doses 
of anticoagulants, Hovizyme 
Benizol and stanozolol. None 
of these are wonder drugs 
and none should be taken 
without medical supervision.

day. Could this cause 
temples to feel full? 


A—No, but your doctor 


should search for the cause 
of your discomfort.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 -Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 -Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press, 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary»treasurer.

It all comes to $50,000 
per minute of moon-walking cov- 
erage. But that amount is only 
slightly above the prime-time 
TV rate already charged by net- 
works for some commercials. 
Considering the worldwide audi- 
ence for a lunar landing, an ad- 
vertiser would gladly pay more 
than $50,000 per minute to sell 
his product. 


Happily for all mankind the ad- 


vertisers were not given the op- 
portunity. It is easy to imagine 
an interruption, right after the 
first astronaut steps on the moon, 
telling the world that no creature 
came to greet him because he 
had bad breath. We suspect the 
present non-commercial policy 
is preferred by practically ev- 
eryone—and especially by NASA. 
From their point of view each 
space mission, from lift-off to 
splash-down, comes across as a 
spectacular advertisement for 
the 
National Aeronautics and

as a means of "shifting the bal- 
ance of political power from 
Washington back to the country 
and the people" and "narrowing 
the distance between the people 
and the government agencies 
dealing with their problems." 


"Because of budget stringen- 


cies," Nixon said, the program 
would start out modestly with 
$500 million. But it would get up 
to $5 billion annually by mid- 
1975. 


Nixon said he was keeping a 


campaign pledge with these pro- 
posals and also was expressing 
the feelings 
of the majority of 


Americans who, he declared, 
"no longer support the contin- 
ued expansion of federal serv- 
ices." 


The President said the reve- 


nue sharing proposal also would 
"provide 
encouragement 
and 


the necessary resources for lo- 
cal and state officials to7exer- 
cise leadership in solving their 
own problems." He predicted it 
would "restore strength and 
vigor to local and state govern- 
ments." 


In the past three decades, 


Nixon said, there has been 
"enormous federal commitment 
in new men, new ideas and new 
dollars-from Washington, but the 
problems of the cities deepened 
rapidly into crisis."

promised so much and delivered 
so little, he said, that there has 
been a loss in faith in its effi- 
ciency.

Each American's Risk

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


The National Commission on 
the Causes and Prevention 
of Violence has urged that 
America's 24 million hand- 
guns be confiscated by the 
authorities as a step toward 
a safer society. 


Lee Wulff is totally against 


the proposition. 


"I resent it as an honor- 


able man," he says. "I be- 
lieve gun control measures 
such as these carry a guilt 
by 'association implication. 
And I don't think most own- 
ers of guns are guilty of any- 
thing.'5^ 


Actually, handguns are not 


considered hunting weapons, 
but target and self-defense 
arms. The Violence Commis- 
sion thus does not believe 
confiscation 
will 
interfere 


with normal outdoor sports. 
But Wulff objects anyway, 


Lee Wulff is not alone In 
this thinking. But his opinion 
carries greater weight than 
most in outdoor circles. He 
is one of the nation's leading 
sportsmen and for years has 
been among Us most distin- 
guished conservation voices. 


Wulff is a full time out- 


door sman, which is to say he 
takes fish and game for 
profit as well as pleasure. 
He films his recreation ven- 
tures |or television and mo- 
vie companies 
(currently 
he's one of the producers of 
ABC'TV's American Sports- 
man). He's also a woodsy 
writer and lecturer-

his sports peers, he is not 
shouting his defiance as a 
defense against a Commu- 
nist plot, government tyran- 
ny or some such other non- 
sense that comes out sound- 
ing psychopatriotic. 


Wulff prefers a more dig- 


nified defense: 


"I'm not against all gun 


control. I'm not against local 
laws requiring a time lapse 
(usually 24 to 48 hours) be- 
tween gun purchases and 
gun 
possession. 
I'm 
not 


against further measures to 
keep guns out of the hands 
of maniacs. What I am 
against is passing national 
control 
laws 
that 
won't 


work. Sure, I know that 
there are evils inherent to 
private gun ownership— but 
the evils of unworkable gun 
laws, I think, are much 
greater." 


The evils of such controls, 


as Wulff explains them, are 
well known by repetition. He 
feels, for example, national 
controls will fail to keep fire- 
arms from criminals — who 
seldom get them legally any- 
way. 


But one evil not so well 


known is this: 


"The thing that worries 


me is that these national gun 
laws seem to be just another 
step in a direction I've wor- 
ried about for years. I think 
they indicate a going-away 
from the concept of sports 
for everyone. 


"I mean, what we seem to 


be doing is moving towards 
what they have in Europe. 
For decades over there, only 
a limited number of people, 
in most countries, have been 
privileged to own guns and 
participate in sport. 


"And 
I think it could 


happen in the United States. 
too. It is conceivable that if 
we keep going the way we 
are, weMl wind up sometime 
in the future with a class 
society as far as outdoor 
sports goes— where only a 
few enjoy them." 


This pessimistic comment 


if not fust a passing notion 
with Wulff. It is more like a 
prediction. He says sports- 
men have been fighting simi 
liar battles with modernity 
for yearit losing almost all 


law. 


And then he sees real 


trouble. 


"I just don't think every- 


body will give up their guns 
peacefully. I think serious 
incidents would follow na- 
tional gun controls. Some

Public apathy, Wulff be- 
lieves, stemming from a con- 
tinually growing urbanized 
population, will one day per- 
mit gun confiscation as U.S. 


zealot hotheads would hold 
their guns, others would be 
caught trying to buy them 
illegally. And it stands to 
reason that there would be 
confrontations, perhaps a lot 
of them, with real fights 
erupting all over." 


This ugly possibility, Wulff 


says, would be utterly tragic. 
And not the least because, 
he adds, it would be unnec- 
essary. 


"There is a solution other 


than more gun laws," he 
says. "All we have to do is 
enforce the laws we already 
have. The laws right now 
say that criminals shouldn't 
have guns. All right. Let's 
enforce that. In other words, 
let's start getting mad at the 
crooks instead of the sports- 
men."
